Wasttineton, May 10.—The house has meg- 
nified the minutiw of its business wonderful- 
ly this session. Somé of the small matters 
have occasioned noisy and continued debate, 
and helped to lengthen out the session. 

I asked a Georgia congressman to-day when 
the adjournment would be. .‘'I think about 
the middie of July, though some of the mem- 
bers put it to the first of August. The limit 
rests with the republicans. They can at any 
time in caucus resolve to adjourn and wind 
up in short order, leaving a mass of business 
unfinished. I think the prospect is, however, 
that we will be here until the middle of 
July.” : 

To-day has been one of éxceptional dull- 
ness, both houses thinly attended, nothing 


in the debates, a general look of sleepiness, 

making the interior of the capitol to corres- 

pond with the dark, drizzling day outside. 
THE NEW PARTY. 

If Homer has been accorded the privilege 
of nodding now and then we cannot expect 
our politicians to be entertaining always. 
The agitation of the new party question in 
Georgia has caused much talk here in refer- 
ence to the prospect of such an experiment. 
The bold and unauthorized statement of Mr. 
Stephens’s sympathy with it has been freely 
made in Washington. He has never said one 
word to justify such use of his name, and his 
interview recently published in Tue Consti- 
TUTION has cast a damper over the enthusiastic 
friends of the coalition up this way. 

IN THE SOUTH GENERALLY. 

The new movement business is not confined 
to Georgia, but a similar scheme has been 
started in nearly every Southern state. Con- 
gressman Jones, of Texas, has been making 
himself prominent this winter by his news- 

aper attacks on the democracy of his state, 

ut Mr. Olin Wellborn and other prominent 
Texans, tell me that Jones is using pure gas. 
They say the democracy of Texas, is all right 
and ready to send ten democratic congress- 
men, instead of five, to Washington. Jones 
may succeed in talking himself out. 

In Louisiana, the hopes of revolutionizing 
state politics seem to center about Mr. E. 
John Ellis, a gentleman of some iniluence 
in the house. Mr. filis has = said 
some things indicative of a desire 
to lead the new party, but he has adhered 
strictly to the democrats during the entire 
session, and | hear it prophesied by men who 
know him that he will take care to get back 
into the ranks since he sees his ‘‘tlyer’’ falling 
so flat at home. Louisiana knows too well 
what defeat of the democracy would be to her 
and the seeds of dissension rot before they 
sprout there. A sensational rumor declares 
that General Chalmers, disgusted with the 
democracy, means to fire out on the new line 
in Mississippi, backed by the administration 
with power and patronage. Sucha report is 
ridiculous enough to be its own refutation. The 
so-called independent leaders in Mississippi 
send in gioomy reports of their operations. 
Senator George, who is the most effective 
campaign manager in the state, says not the 
slightest sign of loss to the democrats is ap- 
parent. General Evins,of South,Carolina, says 
that the manner in which the federal courts 
have been used in that state has solidi- 
fied every faction of his party, and no chance 
whatever now exists fora successful bolt in 
any part of the state. 

: TROUBLE IN VIRGINIA. 

Virginia can be well watched from Wash- 
ington, and accurate reports of its affairs are 
readily obtained here. The Gisaffection 
among the readjusters increases every day 
while there is a fast growing disposition 
among the republicans to draw out of an alli- 
ance that has brought them no advantage. 
Their approaching convention will be largely 
attended, and will surely announce a revolt 
from the league with Mahone. Ex-Congress- 
man John T. Harris is one of the best posted 
men on the politics of his state, and he says 
the reports of disruption of the readjuster 
party are rather below than above the truth. 

Massey’s implacable .enmity to Mahone 
means a split among white readjusters while 
the negroes will be largely controlled by 
the recomamendation of the republican con- 
vention. ‘Mahone has claimed such absolute 
supremacy as to divide from him some of his 
most eflicient lieutenants. | 

Mr. Hill declared the republicans would 
get sick of their bargain and many of them 
are already so. They will pppoe apy more 
bolstering of the Mahone crowd and Artaur 
can only doit against their protest. 

Of the new movement in Georgia absolute- 
ly nothing is expected here, even by the ad- 
ministration. Arthur ‘knows that the south- 
ern states vote in the national convention 
and his grand scheme is to capture their dele- 
gations. 

A HUNGRY ARMY. 

In the whole south there cannot be found a 
single man in favor with the democratic party 
who has gone into any of these attempts at 
disruption. It has been universally and 
without exception a rush of the disappointed 
fora new avenue to office, from General Ma- 
hone writhing ever his rejection by a guber- 
natorial convention, down to the humblest 
private in this ‘hungry army.’’ In every state 
except Virginia the ‘‘new movements” are 
absolutelv leaderless, and in Virginia the 
leader seems to think he is the entire move- 
ment. ‘he republican perty in Pennsylvania 
is in far more danger of disruption than is the 
democratic party in any of the southern 
states. 

ARTHUR'S LITTLE GAME. 

Arthur expects to make a solid south of his 
own and by.combining it with New York to 
go into the republican convention the leading 
candidate of the next campaign. This is his 
little game beyond a doubt.

THE COURT BILL 


Passed Hy the Senate—The Geneva Award Bill 
Passed the House. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Mr. Mahone introduced 
a bill to authorize the constructing of publie buiid- 
ingsat Lynchburg, Harrisonburgand Abingdon, Va. 
lieferred. Mr. Vest reported favorably from the 
commerce committee the bills authorizing the con- 
struction of bridges across the Mississippi at Mem- 
phis, and across the Arkansas river at Van Buren, 
Crawford eounty, Arkansas. The latter authorizes 
the St. Louisand San Francisco railroad to build a 
bridge. It was considered and passed. 

THE INTERMEDIATE COURTS. 

Tie senate resumed the consideration of the in- 
termediate appellate court bill, the question being 
upon its passage. The discussion continued upon 
amendments to details, which were re- 
jected, except in two instances, when they were ac- 
cepted by the friends of the measure without a 
vote The bill was passed finally, yeas 32, nays 18. 
It received the support of all the republicans and 
the votes of Messrs. Bayard, Cockrell, Jackson, Har 
ris, Pueh and Walker. 

THE FORTIFICATION BILL. 

The conference reports on the fortification and 
agricultural appropriation bills were agreed to, 
afier a long contention for the precedence of busi- 
ness. The five percent land bill was taken up 
and laid over on the orders as unfinished business. 
The senate adjourned until Monday. 

THE GENEVA AWARD BILL 

WASHINGTON, May 12 —In the house, Mr. Forney, 
of Alabama, presented the conference report on the 
fortifications appropriation bill, and it was agreed 
to. The house then resumed consideration of the 
Geneva award bill. After brief speeches by Messrs. 
Hooker, of hac weme 5 Hammond, of Georgia; 
Rosecrans, of Colorado; Ray, of New Hampshire, 
and Reed, of Maine; Mr. House, of Tennessee, 
moved to Jay the majority bill and the substitute 
ou the table. Rejected. The vote then recurred 
on the substitute of the minority, and it was re- 
jected. Yeas, 46: nays, 109. The bill then passed— 
yeas, 132; nays, 66. Mr. Valentine submitted the 
conference report on the agricultural appropriation 
bill. The differences were slight and had been 
compromised. The report was adopted. 


OUT OF A QUORUM, 

Upon the question of precedence for bills, a con- 
troversy arose, and when the votes were taken no 
quorum voted. A callof the house showed the 
presence of more than, a quorum, but the demo- 
crats refrained from voting, and showed a disposi- 
tion to filibuster. This was kept up until a motion 
to adjourn prevailed.

BLISS. 


What the Forcign Affaira Committce is Doing in New 
York. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

NEW YorkK, May he sub-comnniittee of the 
house foreign affairs Comuitice yesterday e€xam- 
ined George T. sliss, of the: finm of Morton, Bliss 
& Co., in relation to the firm’s contract with the 
credit industrial company. After giving the deiails 
of the contract, as testified to by Mr. Randall, Mr. 
Bliss said he had not had any reason to belieae that 
any member of his firm had brought any influence 
to bear on the United States government towards 
securing mediation between Chili, Peru and Bolivia. 
Mr. Morton, the senior member of the ftirm, 
was advised of the important unccrtahings 
of the house, but the contract with the credit in- 
dustrial company was regarded of simall conse- 
quence, and nothing was said to Mr. Mortoa about 
it. The contract Was stil in foree, but no business 
had arisen from it. Wiiness never kpoew or heard 
of any foreizu minister using his oljicial — 
toward securing mediation by the United states. 
Mr Bliss suid he did t:ot seck business with the 
eredit industrial company, but was called upon by 
Randall, counsel, aid Suarez, agent of the coin- 
peny. the cable correspondence between Ranudail, 
in Paris, and the New York house of Morton, biiss 
& Co., was placed at the service of the committee. 
Witness said the firm had never sought to secure 
mediation by the United States goverument be- 
tween Chili and Peru. Morton was appointed 
ministerin March, and negotiations with Kandall 
began in May. Hedid not thiuk that the fact of 
Morton being minister had anything to do with 
placing the contract in the hands of Morton, Bliss 
& Co. Witness never spoke to the president or 
secretary of state in relation to mediation by the 
governmeut, and the proposition of mediation did 
notinfluence him in making the contract with the 
industrial company. He had no reason to believe 
that Minister Morton ever acted improperly in the 
matter, and did not think he knew or had wny cor- 
respondence with Jacob R. Shipherd. 

RANDALL'S EXAMINATION § 

Randall was exarained inthe afternoon. He had 
called upon Secretary Evartato juduce him toin 
terfere ip the South American troubles. Evarts 
said he was interesting himself in behalf of peace 
but declined ro have anythins to do with a finan- 
cial scheme. Bluise had regarded the schemes of 
the company favorably, and at Blaine’s sugges- 
tion Randall suggested William E. Chandler as a 
proper person for minister to Peru. He also named 
General Hurlbut. Blaine had said to Randall that 
the instructions given to the latter were favorable 
to the Industrial company. On November 30th 
Blaine told witness that he had submitted a medi- 
ation proposition to President Arthur, who entire- 
ly approved of it. Mr. Randall said emphatically 
that neither he nor any representative of the in- 
dustrial company, directly or indirectly, ever had 
any relations with General Hurlbut, and that the 
company never spent a dollar in an improper way.

SIX NEW BISHOPS 


DECLARED TO BE: NECESSARY FOR 
SOUTHEHN METHODiSM.. 


The R port Discussed in Conference and Barzestiy 
Opposed by Dr. McFerrin—Wius in the Lore’s 
Supper— Tne Use of Tobacco—The Suspen- 
sion of Dr. Briggs Reversed.

NASHVILLE, May 12.—The principal part of 
the day was spent in the Methodist confer- 
ence in consideration of reports from com- 
mittees. The question 
six additional bishops was discussed, but no 
action was taken. Tbe committee on temper- 
ance submitted a report,which was edopted, j 
use tobaceo. ‘‘While j 
recognizing the that , much 
evil grows out the intemperate 
use of tobucco, yet we would recommend no 
special legislation on the subject.” A> paper | 
was referred, asking thaé this general confer- 
ence take such action as will prevent the use 
ef fermented wines in the sacrament of the 
Lord’s supper. Thereport was for non-con- 
currence, but would, at the same time, recom- 
mend to the people everywhere to be careful 
to procure the purest wines for this holy sac- 
rament, The verdict of the Alabama confer- 
ence suspending Rev. A. J. Briggs, in 1879, § 
was to-day reversed by the general conference. 

ELECTION @F BISHOPS. 

The following is the report of the commit- 
tee on Episcopacy upon the qaestion of the 
eleetion of bishops: 

“The commttee on Episcopacy having care- 
fully and patiently considered that portion of | 
the Episcopal address which refers to the, 
strengthening of ourgeneral smperintendency, . 
and also a resolution and sundry papers re- 
ferred by the conference, beafing on the 
same question, beg leave to present the fol- 
lowing for the consideration and action of the 
general conference: 

‘Whereas, under the blessings of God, the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south,is growing 
rapidly in number, extent of territory, in the 
scope and premise of her missionary opera 
tions at home and abroad, and in awakened 
zeal in behalf of the great. work ot religious 
education, and ° 

‘Whereas, this growth of the church im- 
peratively demands a large amount of episco- 
pal supervision in the Pacific conderences, in 
fexas, New Mexico, Mexico and the border 
states aud territories, in Chima and Brazil, as 
well as episcopal encouragement to our 
great educational institutions for both sexes, 
in the older conferences, therefore, 

Resolved, that the general conference elect 
six traveling elders to the oftlice of bishop in 
the Methodist Episcopal church south. 

Dr. Blue, of Alabama, .moved that the .re- 
port be amended by striking out ‘‘six’”’ and 
inserting ‘‘three”’ as the number of bishops to 
be elected. He thought that the work re- 
quired of the bishopsin attending forty an- 
nual conferences could easily be done by five 
bishops, besides he did not believe he could 
find six men in the church whom he consid- 
ered competent to fill the high ofhve ot 
bishop. 

Dr. McLean, of Texas, favored the election 
of six bishops; that at present. the bishops 
were greatly overworked, and the election of 
six new, young and vigorous bishops would 
result to yreat good for the church With the 
cutting down of the number of bishops and 
adding work to each, the office was being 
brought in illrepute. 

Dr. Hinton, of the Georgia conference, urzg- 
ed the election of five or six bishops. He was 
not in favor of diminishing the numberof 
bishops. The Episcopal feature in the church 
sheuld be maintained. 

P. A. Peterson, of the Virginia conference, 
said that he desired to see the Methodist itin- 
erancy perpetuated, Jet it cost what it might 
in men se money. .He believed that when 
they stopped the toundation in their system 
of itinerancy, the chureh’as-a distinctive 
eclesiastical organization qwas atanend. In 
order to have an efficient and effective sys- 
tem of itmerancy they should have a strong 
and effective college of bishops. He did not 
exactly comprehend that the Methodist Epis- 
copal church was tending to high churchism 
or ritualism., If it were in the preachers and 
in the people it would bein the bishops. If 
it were in the bishops, then more bishops 
should be elected to take the 
conceit out of those occupying 
so exalted a position. [ Laughter. ] 
There could be more high churchism tn one 
bishop than in forty. There were in the con- 
ference fifty men who would make efficient 
bishops. No bishop had labored more zeal- 
ously and efficiently, nor more earnestly than 
those of the M. E. church, south, but they 
needed more help. It wasa long stretch tu 
have a man travel across the entire continent, 
and more especially one who had attained 
the venerable age of seventy years. There 
were districts in Virginia where the 
eye of the people never had rested upon a 
bishop since the days of Ashbury. They 
ought to elect-a sufficient number of bishops 
to travel in the out of the way places. 
There were many who, although not as well 
educated as they might beif a good bi-hop, 
could preach a sermon that the people would 
consider as the grandest sermon they ever 
heard since they were born. [Laughter.] He 
thought there ought to be a sufficient num- 
ber of bishops elected to do the work re- 
quired. 

Rev. Dr. J. B. McFerrin said that a man 
would have to have a great deal of courage to 
attempt to follow the speech of Rey. Dr. Peter- 
son, which was very eloquent. He was glad 
to know that fifty persons were ready and 
willing to receive Elijah’s mantle. [Laughter 
and applause.| No man had more respect for 
the bishops than John B. McFerrin. e had 
eat with thems, slept with them and traveled 
with them. ‘The proudest work to do was to 
eat a bishop’s dinner. [Laughter]. He did 
not wish to multiply the bishops so as to 
make them a nuisance in the 
church The Tennessee delegation 
had recommended the election of three bish- 
ops, but he was wiiling to allow four. The 
bishops did not have to work hard. [Laugh- 
ter.}] All of them had lived to a good old age. 
One of the present bishops had arrived at the 
age of 82, and another at 80 years. One of 
them had gone to Oregon and had returned 
as fat asan Oregon bear. {Laughter.] Hedid 
not think that there was any danger of kill- 
ing them at all, but if they elected too many 
he was afraid that the good Lord would thin 
them out. [Laughter.] He had come there 
with the impression that four was enough. 

tev. Dr. Barbee said that the Tennessee 
delegation had instructed Dr. McFerrin to re- 
commend four as the minimum and six as the 
maximum. 

Dr. McFerrin said that there was no mini- | 
mum nor maximum about it. 

Dr. Barbee asked him to let some of the 
brethren of the Tennessee delegation speak 
on it. 

Dr. McFerrin—I was there, I was the chair- 
man, I made the motion and I took the vote, 
and it was unanimous. [Prolonged laughter 
and applause. ] 

Rey. Dr. Potter, of the North Georgia con- 
ference, made an earnest speech, in which he 
urged that not less than six bishops should be 
elected, and that there was plenty of work 
foralief them todo. The church needed 
their services and ought to have them.

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KOCH’S THEORY. 


EXPERIMENTS OF THE GERMAN 
OURT PHYSICIAN. 


He Traces the Origin, Growth and Transmission of 
Tubercula Troubles, and Discuvers that as in 
Bruptive Fevers, They are Due to the 
Growth of Bacilli on the Lungs. 


Professor John Tyndall ta the London Times, 

On the 24th of March, 1882, an address of 
very serious public import was delivered by 
Dr. Koch before the physiological society of 
Berlin. It touchesa question in which we 
are all at present interested—that 
of experiment physivlogy—and I may, 
therefore, be permitted to give some aceount 
ofitin the Times. The address, a copy of 
which has been courteously sent to me by its 
author, isentitied *‘The Etiolegy of Tuber- 
cular Disease.’’ .Koch first made himself 
known by the penetration, skill, and thorough- 
ness of his researches on the contagium of 
splenic fever. By a process of inoculation 
and infection he traced this terrible parasite 
through all its stages of developmient and 
through its various modes of action. This 
masterly invest‘gation caused the young phy- 
sician to be transferred from a modest coun- 
try practice, in the neighborhood of Breslau, 
to the post of government advisor in the im- 
perial health department of Berlin. 

‘ _ HIS GREATEST TRIUMPH. 

From this deparuunent has lately issued a 
most Important series of investigations on 
the etiology of infective disorders. Koch's 
last inquiry deals with a disease, which, in 
point of mortality, standsat the head of them 
all. If, he says, the seriousness of the malady 
be measured by the number of its victims, 
then the most dreaded pests which have hith- 
erto ravaged the world—plague and cholera 
included—must stand far behind the one now 
under consideration. Koch makes the start- 
ling statement that one-seventh of the deaths 
of the human race are due to tubercular dis- 
ease, While fully one-third of those who die in 
active middle age are carried off by the same 
‘cause. Prior to Koch it had been placed be- 
rond doubt that the disease was communica- 

le; and the aim of the Berlin physician has 
been to determine the precise character of the 
‘contagium which previous experiments on 
inoculation and inhalation had proved to be 
capable of indefinite transfer and reproduc- 
tion. He subjected the diseased organs of a 


great number of men and animals to micro- 


scopic examination, and found, in all cases, 
the tubercles infested with a minute, rod 
shaped parasite, which, by means of a special 
dye, he differentiated from the surrounding 
tissue. It was, he says, in the highest de 
gree impressive to observe in the center of 
the tubercle cell the minute organism which 
had created it. : 
REPRODUCING THE DISEASE, 

Transferring directly, by inoculation, the 
tuberculous matter from diseased anima!s to 
healthy ones, he in every instance reproduced 
the the disease. To meet the objection that 
it was not the parasite itself, but some virus 
in which it .was imbedded in the diseased or- 
gan, that was the real contagium, he culti- 
vated his bacilli artificially, for long periods 
of time and through many successive gener 
ations. With a speckgof matter,for example, 
from a tuberculous human lung, he infected 
a substance prepared, after much. trial, 
by himself, with the view of aflford- 
ing nutriment to the parasite. Here he 
permitted it to grow and multiply. From 
this new generation he took a minute sample 
and infected t erewith fresh nutritive mat- 
ter, thus producing another brood. Genera- 
tion after generation of bacilli were developed 
in this way, without the intervention of dis- 
ease. At the end of the process, which some- 
times embraced successive cultivations ex- 
tending over half a year, the purified bacilli 
were iutruduced into the circulation § of 
healthy animals of various kinds. In every 
case inoculation was fullowed by the repro- 
duction and spread of the parasite and the 
generation of the original disease. 

EXPERIMENTS WITH THE PARASITES. 

Permit me to give a further, though still 
brief and sketchy account of Koch’s experi- 
ments. Of six guinea pigs, all in good health, 
four were inoculated with bacilli derived 
originally from a human lung, which in fifty- 
four days had produced five successive gener- 
ations. Two ofthe six animals were not in- 
fected. In every one of the infected cases the 
guinea pig sickened and lost flesh. After thir- 
ty-two days one of them died, and after thirty- 
five days the remaining five were killed and 
examined. In the guinea pig that died, and 
in the three remaining infested ones, strongly 
pronounced tubercular disease had set in. 
Spleen, liver and lungs were found filled with 
tubercles; while in the two uninfected gni- 
mals no trace of the disease was observed. 
In a second experiment, six out of eight 
guinea pigs were inoculated with cultivated 
bacilli, derived originally from the tubercu- 
lous lung of a monkey, bred and rebred for 
ninety-five days, until eight generations had 
been produced. Every one of these animals 
was attacked, while the two uninfected guin- 
ea pigs remained perfectly healthy. Simular 
experiments were made with cats, rabbits, 
rats, mice and other animals, and without ex- 
ception, it was found that the injection of 
the parasite into the animal system was fol- 
lowed by decided and, in most cases, virulent 
tubercular disease. 

THROUGH THE EYE. 

In the cases thus far mentioned inoculation 
had been effected in the abdomen. The place 
of inoculation was afterward changed to the 
aqueous humor of the eye. ‘Three rabbits re- 
ceived each a speck of bacillus culture, de- 
rived originally from a human lung affected 
with pneumonia. Eighty-nine days had been 
devoted to the culture of the organism, The 
infected rabbits rapidly lost flesh, and after 
twenty-five days were killed and examined. 
The lungs of every one of them were found 
charged with tubercles. Of three other rab- 
bits, one received an injection of pure biood 
serum in the aqueous humor of the eye,while 
the other two were infected, in a similar way, 
with the sauye serum, containing bacilli de- 
rived originally from a diseased lung, and 
subjected to ninety-one days’ cultivation. 
After twenty-eight daysthe rabbits were killed 
The one which had received an injection of 
pure serum was found pertectly healthy, while 
the lungs of the two uthers were found over- 
spreac with tubercics. 

INHALING INFCTED AIR. 

Other experiments are recorded in this ad- 
mirable essay, from which the weightiest 
practical conclusion may be drawn. Koch 
determines the limits of temperature between 
which the tuberele-bacillus can develop and 
multiply. The minimum temperature he 
finds to be 86° fahrenheit and the maximum 
104°, He concludes that, unlike the bacillus 
anthracis of splenic fever, which can flourish 
freely outside the animal body, in the tem- 
perate zone animal warmth is necessary for 
the propagation of the newly discovered or- 
ganism. In avast number of cases Koch las 
examined the matter expectorated from the 
lungs of persons affected with phthisis and 
found in it swarms of baccilli, while in 
matter expectorated from the lungs of persons 
not thus aiflictéd he has never found the or- 
ganism. ‘The expec‘orated matter in the 
former cases was highly infective, nor did 
drying destroy its virulence. Guinea pigs 
infected with expectorated. matter which had 
been kept dry for two, four and eight weeks, 
respectively, were smitten with tubercular 
disease quite as virulent as that produced by 
fresh expectoration. Koch points to the grave 
danger of inhaling air in which particles of 
the dried sputa of consumptive patients 
mingles with dust of other kinds. | 

THK MORAL OF THE DISCOVERY. 

It would be mere impertinence on my part 
to draw the obvious moral from these experi- 
ments. In no other conceivable way than 
that pursued by Koch could the true charac- 
ter 4) the most destructive malady by which 
humanity is now assailed be determined. 
And, however noisy the fanaticism of the 
moment may be, the common sense of En- 
glishbmen will not, in the long run, permit it 
to enact cruelty in the nameoi tenderness, or 
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to debar us from the light and leading of such 
investigations as that which is here so imper- 
fectly described.

Hinp Heap, April 20, 
THE DISCOVERY COMMENTED UPON. 
From the London Times. 


The direction of modern experiment has 
tended strongly to the belief that the com- 
mon eruptive fevers are due tothe growth 
within the body of minute parasites, generic- 
ally termed bacilli; and at this point Profes- 
sor Tyndall's version of Dr. Koch's discover- 
ies come to show that the formation of tubercle 
is also due to bacillus. We have here, there- 
fore, a remarkable testimony to the profound 
sagacity which enabled Dr. Budd to see the 
essential similarity between tubercle and the 
fevers in question, notwithstanding the enor- 
mous superficial unlikeness which distin- 
guishes them; and, if Dr. Koch’s investiga- 
tions and conclusigns should be confirmed a 
further experiments, we shall be able to en- 
tertain a reasonable hope that an antidote to 
consumption and to tuberculous diseases gen- 
erally mayat no distant date be brought 
Within ourreach, It ischaracteristic of many of 
the disease producing bacilli, and probably of 
allofthem, that they can be so altered by 
cultivation as to produce a mild disease in- 
stead of a severe one, and that the designed 
communication of the former will afford pro- 
tection against the latter. Pasteur has lately 
shown how completely this may be acconi- 
plished in the case of the bacillus which 
causes the splenic fever of cattle; and vacci- 
nation itself is now regarded merely as inoc- 
ulation with the small-pox bacillus, after this 
has been modified in its character by being 
cultivated in the bodies of the bovine race. 
The experiences of Dr. Koch, in so far as Pro- 
-essor Tyndall describes them, seem as yet to 
have been carried no further than to the re- 

eated cultivation of the tubercle bacillus in 
its original virulence; but they will speedily 
be followed, as a matter of course, by attempts 
at cultivation in diminished intensity. 
A MEDICAL INDORSEMENT. 
From thg Medical News, 

The evidence thus seems conclusive: it only 
remains to develop, from the cultivated para- 
tite, tuberculois in man to complete the cycle 
of evidence and to establish Kock’'s discovery 
among the great facts of medical science. 
Professor Tyndall maintains the genuineness 
of these observations, and is fully alive to 
their transcendent importance. * * * # 
No one can fail to be profoundly impressed 
with the painstaking skill of the discoverer, 
and the far reaching consequences of the dis- 
covery. In the facts laid before our readers 
may be the solution of the problem so long 
regarded an insoluble—the eure of tubercu- 
losis. If Pasteur’s culture experiments bave 
led to the discovery of a method by which 
the poison of splenic fever is rendered harm- 
less, and the disease prevented by the timely 
inoculation of the modified virus, may we not 
hope that the time is not distant when the 
ravages of consumption will be prevented by 
the inoculation of a modified bacillus. The 
medical profession of the whole civilized 
world will now await with the keenest inter- 
est the development which may be expected 
from further study of the bacillus tubercu-

THE LIVING PARASITE. 

In seeking acure the first element of knowl- 
edge required is as to the exact nature of the 
disease. Without such knowledge, all efforts 
to apply. a remedy are but leaps in the dark, 
just as liable to work injury as good. The 
discovery by an eminent French physician 
of the parasite, or baccilli, from which erup- 
tive fevers are germinated, led the way for 
the discovery of remedies which have well- 
nigh robbed all such diseases of their terrors, 
and which make science master of the situa- 
tion. 

The investigation of Professor Koch, the 
great German physician, into the origin and 


development of tubercular diseases, as de-. 


tailed by such gn authority as Professor Tin- 
dall, and treated serjously by the British 
Medical News, but ieads the way in a mighty 
revolution by which that most wasting and 


fatal of diseases may yet be made to yield as | 


readily to the physician's skill as the most or- 


. dinary fevers. It has been demonstrated, by 


tests on animals and the regular operations in 
the dissecting room, that consumption, pneu- 
monia, phthisis, and similar diseases, are 
caused by the presence of a poisonous para- 
site, which continues its depredations upon 
the lung until it results in the death of its 
yictim, The further fact has been demon- 
strated that in many ways these diseases are 
communicable, the most remarkable case 
being ome in which the disease was intro- 
duced through the aqueous matter of the eye. 
Now for the remedy. li surely cannot be 
that the medical skill ef the world, having 
a positive knowledgé of the cause of the dis- 
ease, will fail to find a means of killing the 
parasite, or by some sort of ingewiation, great- 
ly lessen the danger from the ravages of con- 
sumption. The fact. that:mearly one-third of 
the adult deaths of: the world are due solely 
to lung diseases, makes the new field.of inqui- 
ry one of great’ importance. If Professor 
Koch can continue his developments from thie 
discovery of the parasite to the compounding 
of aremedy to kill it, his name will deserv- 
edly rank with those of Jenner and Pasteur. 


TEN MILLIONS A YEAR FOR EDUCATION 

The half-dozen bills introduced to give 
federal aid to education have been set aside 
by the house commuttee on education and 
labor, in favor of one .to annually 
appropriate $10,000,000 for five years. 
The money is to be distribu- 
ted to each state in the proportion which 
the illiterary of each state and territory bears 
to the total illiteracy of the country, as shown 
by the last census. It must be divided pro- 
portionately between white and colored 
schools and pupils. The southern states will 
receive $7,506,773 out of the whole amount. 
The committee says in the report that it is 
believed that this sum will enable these 
states to support schools for six months 


every year, when added to the amount raised 


by state or: local law, and in some of the 
states for a longer period. 

This bill which was reported to the house 
on Thursday commands the unanimous sup- 
port of the committee; but it has no chances 
of passage unless it can be made a spevial or- 
der, which requires a two-thirds vote. It is 
not known whether this can be done. There 
is a very favorable sentiment on the subject 
in both houses of congress, but whether that 
sentiment is‘strong enough to carry the bill 
through out of its order remains to be seen. 
Let us hope that when the bill is taken up no 
southern member will vote against it. It does 
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| not in any manner interfere with thie’ Bduce-, 
/} tional machinery in the states, The moncy is | 


to be expended through state officers under 
the terms of the bill, every one of which is 
reasonable and just. On this subject the 
New Orleans Times-Democrat very properly 
says: ‘‘ThesUnited States occupies toward us 
“the relation of a benefactor—of one who de- 
‘votes for our benefit a certain gift, and who 
“stipulates that the gift shall be bestowed 
“and enjoyed in a certain manner and under 
“certain conditions. We are the beneficia- 
“ries of the nation's generosity, and it would 
“‘be in the worst of taste for us to insist upon 
‘making the terms en which we will consent 
‘“*to be benefitted.” 


IRISH AFFAIRS. 

Mr, Gladstone has not permitted the crime 
of Phenix park to change his policy in Irish 
affairs. He has, it is true, brought in a bill 
for the better prevention of the crime, under 
the terms of which he hopes to be able to 
break up the secret societies and to secure 
convictions of agrarfan offenders in a special 
tribunal; but his plan of conciliation js to 
goon, anditis announced that he will take 
charge of the bill dealing with arrears of 
rent. He proposes now, as he proposed before 
the murder of Lord Cavendish, to give the 
Irish people ali the relief that they reasona- 
bly can expect under the circumstances; and 
there is no doubt that he expects to receive in 
return the support of Mr. Parnell and ali 
other honest Irishmen. O'Donovan’ Rossa 
and all like enemies of law and order are, if 
caught, to be tried without jury, but the Irish 
people are to be won over by a policy of con- 
ciliation. For murderers and the whole gang 
of conspirators, whether of Ireland or Ameri- 
ca, he willreserve the liarshest terms of thelaw., 
and to the honest,evenif mistaken, champions 
of Irish grievances he will 
measures of relief. The staunch old man is 
proving that in the face of terrible crime he. 
can be just and generous as well us severe. 

The appointment of George@tto Trevelyan 
as chief secretary for Ireland is an indication 
that Mr. Gladstone still intends to give his 
best attention to Irish affairs. He intends to 
personally inaugurate his new Irish policy. 
Mr. Trevelyan, iike the late Lord Caven@ish, 
is a man of considerable administra- 
tive experience, and like his _pre- 
decessor in oftice he is neither great 
nor cranky. He will carry out Mr. Gladstone’s 
plans in a satisfactory manner. While‘ he’ is 
a brilliant writer and one of the best speakers 
in the kingdom, he is said to be earnest and 
painstaking. He has besides breadth of view 
and personal courage. The appointment has 
been received with favor throughout England, 
and yet all feel that Mr. Gladstone intends to 
take personal eontrol of Irish affairs, and to 
stand or fall by the course of his conciliatory 
policy, and his efforts to punish assassination 
and violence. a 

THE GUITEAU GANG. 

Nearly every phase of the Guiteau case, 
from the assassination of President Garfield 
down to the attempt to set aside the verdict 
of the jury and the sentence of the court, has 
been phenomenal. The attitude of Conkling 
and his followers, and the heat and fury of 
his organs, which undoubtedly led to the as- 
sassination, were peculiar in this, that they 
were out of all proportion to the nature and 
extent of the issue between the factions, The 
sudden resignation of Conkling himself 
showed that the misery of a disorderly pride 
and ambition had begun to undermine the 
judgment and reason of a very lively intellect, 
but, after the assassination the phenomena 
connected with the case continued to develop 
with remarkable regularity. Not the least 
remarkable of these developments was the 
morbid curiosity of a large class of women 
supposed to represent the cream of Washing- 
ton, Philadelphia and New York, who fought 
their way into (Ciuiteau’s cell, and followed 
him to the court-room, and hung around him 
and begged him for one glance, one smile, one 
little autograph. 

But the Guiteau family which has been un- 
earthed by the sad event, ig by far the most 
remarkable development of the peculiar phe- 
nomena which have grown out of the assassi- 
nation. During the trial of the miserable as- 
sassin it was as much as the public could do | 
to separate the brawl whieh was contin- 
ually going on between Guitean and 
his heavy-jowled relatives, male and 
female, from the trial itself. There was 
‘doubt on the mind of the jury, and certainly 
there were occasions when the judge was con- 
.fused and unable to preserve the dignity of 
his office. Regarded from the proper point of | 
view, there never was a more pitiful exhibi- 
tion of all that is unhappy in human nature, 
It is no wonder that the daily record of the 
trial had a strange fascination for the average 
reader. Here was apparently an average fam- 
ily of people whose conduct in the shadow of 
the gibbet was calculated to perplex those who 
have never realized how mental and moral de- 
formitigs may hide themselyes behind the 
convenient ambush which society and civili- 
zation provide. 

Here was a family bent, not on defending 
and protecting the criminal, but in making 
the most of the infamous notoriety .of 
their © position. Here was a_ family 
around which none of the restraints of refine- 
ment had been thrown. Utterly without sen- 
sibility, they aided the creature who has 
made them infamous forever in ‘his efforts to 
attract the attention of the audience. Lawyer 
Scoville endeavored to compel the chattering 
Guiteau to pay some attention to the re- 
quirements of decency, but without avail; 
and, finally, through his proximity to it all, 
he lost his own balance and attempted to con- 
found the public with a lecture. 

The trial is over and the assassin is shortly 
to be hanged, but his relatives are still en- 
gaged in making unseemly exhibitions of 
themselves. The latest development of this 
mania for notoriety has just been reported. 
Scoville comes forward, and says that his wife 
is insane. He asserts further that she is ander 
the influence’ of her brother, John W. Gui- 
teau; that John W. Guiteau is interested in 
estranging her from her husband ;and that she 
is about applying fora divorce. Under the 
idea that while she is thus insane she is con- 
trolled and influenced by unprincipled vil- 
lains, as he lightly puts it, Scoville applied | 
to the courts to free her from illegal restraint, 
and so on and so forth. | 

John W. Guiteau,'on the other hand, 
claims that his sister, Mrs. Scoville, has. been 
persecuted by her husband; that she is not 
insane; but a wronged woman who fears her 
husband because she believes he _ in- 
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tle » girl and imearcerate her in 
a lunatic asylumj. that. Scoville is 
a “confounded fraud;” and that he desires to 
place his wife in an asylum for the effect it 
might have in the ease of the assassin.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The last word has been 
spoken for Guiteau. Mr. Reed closed his argument 
and the lawyers who heard it say that it was a very 
able one. Butitis doubtfal if Mr. Reed himself 
expects that the conrtin bane will decide that the 
trial in the court below was irregular, or will in 
any way interfere with the sentence of Judge Cox, 
which provided that Charles J. Guiteau should. on 
June 80 uext, be hanged by the neck uutil he is 
dead. Whether or not the American people ever 
come to the Conclusion that Guiteau was insane, it 
is very certain that the definition of legal responsi- 
bility laid down by Judge Cox—a knowledge of the 
act and of its consequerces at the time it was com- 
mitted will be approved hereafter both by 
lawyers and laymen. Mr, Reed’s argu 
ment as to jurisdiction particularly was a 
strong one, but if Chief-Justice Cartter’s interlocu- 
tory remarks mean anything they indicate very 
clearly that, so far as Guiteau was concerned, the 
murder of the president was committed when the 
fata. shot was fired and death could add nothing 
to the assassin's¢rime. There was one intimation 
in Mr. Reed’s speech which might possibly tie cou- 
sidered to mean that an attempt would be made to 
apply to the pardoning power, but it can scarcely 
be possible that such a. movement is contemplaied.

OUR GROWING CROPS. 


The May Report ot the Department of Agriculture. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The May report of the 
agricultural bureau contains the following cotton 
returns, representing 81 per cent of the proposed 


area planted on the Ist of May, sgsuinst 85 per cent 
last year. Planting is more advanced than usual 
from Virginia to Florida, and more backwards in 
all other states, especially in Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Tennessee. In consequence 
of the overflow the proportion planted in Mis- 
sissippi is 53 percent, instead of 85 in the average 
year; 71 in Louisiana, instead of 89; 76 in Arkan- 
sas, instead of 83, and 77 in Tennessee, instead of 
80 percent. The deficiency on the first of May ap- 
proximates half a million acres, with planting still 
in progress,

No Cases Developed Yesterday— the Board of Heany 
and a Newspaper Correspondent. 
The following appeared in a letter to the Savag. 
nah News and was written by Mr. Sidney Herbert: 
For myself and fami:y I have given up in de. 
spais, und settled down to meet the worst. We now 
ve 


Small-pox to the right of us, 
Sma)l-pox to the left of us, 
Sma!l-pox to the rear of us, 
Smal!-pox in front of us. 
And six or eight times a day the t house amby- 
lance or the city carts, carry the disease by my regj- 
dence. I cannot move without coming in contact 
with it in some manner. 
Only last night, a few doors irom me, and next 
door to Colonel Charlies K. Maddox. the private 


secretary of Senator Joseph E. Brown, a white fam; . 


ly slipped away quietly and left a young map in 
the house with small-pox. 

Thus it is spreading and being spread among the 
white families of the city. and nota few Cases hig 
out and suppressed from public attention. 

Of course the dise- se is mure prevalent among the 
negroes, and has not taken foothold in every part 
of the city generaliy as in the fourth ward, yet a 
few days will serve to develop it throughout the 
entire city. 

The above is untrue in every essential particular, 
as we shall proceed to show: 

1. The case ‘‘next to Mr. C. K. Maddox’’ was not 
small-pox, but was measies. The reporter of. Tug 
CONSTITUTION called at the house and talked with 
the young mau, and found that he had never had 
the sma]l-pox, but had been slightly sick with the 
measles. Thisisa fair sample of the rumors on 
which excitement is fed. 

2. ‘Thus it is spreading and being spread among 
the white families of the city.”” So says Mr. Her- 
bert. Now, there have been only five white persons 
sick with small-pox in the entire city—Messrs. Ivie, 
Mower, and Guestand Mrs. Dyerand Mr. Roberts, 
Of these five, three occurred two weeks before Mr. 
Herbert wrote. We submit that these facts do not 
Show that the disease is, ‘‘spreading among the 
white families of the city.”’ 

8. “Nota fewZeases are hid out and suppressed 
from public attention.’’ Mr. Herbert when called 
upon to show one of these ‘“‘hidden and suppressed 
eases’? could not do so—for the simple reason that 
there are none toshow. AS a stimulusto Mr. Her- 
bert, or any other man, who says there are “‘sup- 
pressed or hiddem cases’’ Mayor English offered Mr 
Herbert $100 for proof of one single case, white or 
black, that had not been reported and published. 
So much for the “hidden cases.”’ 

4. ‘‘And six or eight times a day the ambulance 
carries the disease past my residence.’’ Only once 
since the disease has there been eight cases in one 
day—only twice has there been as many as six cases 
inone day. The average has been less than twoa 
day. 

5. “I ecannot move without coming in contact 
withit in some manner.’’ The writer has ‘‘moved’’ 
about the city pretty lively for two months and has 
neverseen acase. Of seven men nowin the pres- 
ence of the writer—all active men of business—only 
one hasever seena small-pox patient; none of 
them have evercome ‘‘in contact’ withit. Of the 
50,000 people in Atlanta, Mr. Herbert is the only 
one who “cannot move without coming in con- 
tact with it in some manner.”’ 

6. ‘*Small-pox to the right, left, rear and front of 
There have been less than sixty 
casesin all. Of these nine were not developed 
when the letter was written—fourteen were dead— 
twelve were convalescent and eight sick at the pest 
house. The few remaining ceases would have had 
to been placed with great discrimination and geo- 
graphical accuracy to have entirely surrounded the 
unhappy Mr. Herbert. 

‘‘For myself and family I have given up in de- 
spair, and have settled down to meet the worst.’’ 
ThiS is probably true. We_certainly have no right 
or disposition to contradict it. 

We have thus carefully gone over the various spe- 
cifications of Mr. Herberts letter to show the stuff 
of which reports about the small-pox in Atlanta are 
made. The Savannah News will doubtless see the 
justice of printing what we have written. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter called on Mr. 
Herbert at bis residence on Fillmore street and 
said: s 

‘Major, you make some statements in your Sa- 
vannah News letter of the 9th which 1 desire to ask 
you about,’’ 

‘All Ihave tosay,’’ replied Major Herbert, “‘is 
this, that the letter could not and would not have 
been written at any other time. The letter was 
written under peculiar circumstances. It could not 
have been written twenty-four hours earlier and 
could not have been written twenty four bours 
later. At the time the letter Was written the facts 
seemed to justify the assertions which I made.”’ 

‘In your letter you state that the young man 
next to where Mr. ©. K. Maddox lives had the 
small pox?’’ 

‘*l was told so at the time, butit turns out that 
he aid not have the disease.’’ 

- “You state that there are cases hid out. Will you 
mention any of them to me?” 

‘‘I do not care to give you the facts for publica- 
tion.”’ 

“Why?’’ 

‘*Because I do not care tomention the names of 
those who informed me.”’ 

“Why can’t you mention their names?’’ 

‘“Because I do not wish to implicate them.’ 

ing pressed further foran answer, Major Her- 
bert said: 

“The letter was written on the morning when the 
smail-pox broke out afresh, when the people were 
excited and everybody was alarmed. AsI said be- 
fore the letter could not have been written twenty- 
four hours earlier, nor could it have been written 
twenty-four hcurs later. Asto what I said about 
the young man next where Mr. Maddux lives, that 
case, of course, has turned out not to 
be small-pox. A negro went to Dr. Fred 
King, and showed him his vaccination scar 
and asked him ifhe thoughtit would be safe for 
him to nurse a case of small-pox. He said he knew 
where there was a case, and that he could get fi e 
dollars per day for nursingit. i wrote the letter 
on information gained from parties who are in- 
spectors. They gave itas their opinion that there 
were cases concealed, and said that it was their 
opinion that the disease was spreading and was 
going to spread.’’

Lois Napoleon Killed #n Atlanta+How the Bvent 
Occurred— be Bande Digging away the Dirt 
ou the Mecon and Atlanta Scatiered ~ 
By the Gaving of® Quantity of Earth. 


Just before the hour for beginning work a bank 
on the Macon and Brunswick exten#fon, between 
Peters and Castleberry streets, caved in yesterday 
morning, killing one man and seriously injuring 
another. 

Between these two streets the road is about fifteen 
feet below the level, aud in removing the dirt 
for the purpose of securing the proper 
grade the men have been in_ the 
habit of undermining the embankment at 
its base. Night before last when work was sus- 
pended the undermining process was enly half 
completed, and when the hands assembled yester, 
day morning they were ordered to complet. the 
digging at the base soas to throw the “‘full,”’ as it 
iscalled. Just tefore the hour for work arrived 
one of the hands, Lewis Napoleon, a black man of 
abou’ ‘SX yearsof age, went under the bank, and 
whilc .aere the dirt began crumbling from the side 
of the ‘fall’ and in an instant he was covered un- 
dertwo car loadsof dirt. Another darkey, George 
Harris, wasceught by some of the falling clods, but 
was not seriously injured. 

At firstit was not known that Napoleon was un- 
der the dirt. but 8s soon as the fact was ascertained 
themen wentto work with a will, and ina few 
seconeés his Gead body was taken out and removed 
to his home, 180 Markham street, where an inquest 
was held. 

The county physician, after examining the body, 
stated that five ribs on the right side and two on 
the left had been broken, and that his death was 
the result of a laceration of the lungs by the frac- 
tured ribs. After hearing this statement and the 
evidence as is set forth above the jury returned a 
verdict censuring the railroad company for the 
death.

THE-SUPERIOR COURT. 


Tho Trial of Criminal Cases to be Commeneed Next

Next week the superior court of Fulton county 
will commence the trial of criminal cases.

The third case of importance 
is the trial of John Shehane, a young man chafeed 
with committing an outrage on the person of Annie 
Hendricks, a small negro girl. Snehane is 
out on bond. There are about twenty or thirty 
prisoners in jail awaiting trial. Solicitor-General 
Hill is not in the city. He is with his father at 
Eureka Springs, and Mr KR T Dorsey has been ap- 
pointed t» act in his place. It is not yet known 
when the eases mentioned will come up. In view 
of the fact that there is sma}l-pox in the city Judge 
Hillyer said yesterday that he would request that 
only those who have business with the court attend 
the trials.

Resolved, That from May lst .to September 30th, 
the rate of mileage be % ceut per mile run, loaded 
or empty, and from Octooer Ist to April 30th, the 
rate be % cent per mile run, loaded or empty. 

Resolved, That all rules in conflict are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Mr. M. H. Smith moved to amend by making the 
rate 34 cent the yearround, which amendment 
was accepted, and the resolution as amended was 
adopted. — 

Captain W. G. Raoul offered the following reso- 
lution, which was adopted: 

“With a view of arriving at a more satisfactory re- 
sultin the conduct of the mileage business and the 
distribution of charges, 

**Resolved, That the chairman of the meeting 
draw up the outlines of a plan for forming an asso- 
ciation or joint stock company of the same roads ii- 
terested in the Green Line business, for owning the 
necessary cars for interchange traffic ascommon or 
joint property, and distributing the net revenue ac- 
cruine from mileage among the owners prorata ac- 
cording to interest, and to submit the same to the 
several managers, and to solicit their viewe as to 
the desirability for entering into the plan, and if 
favorable, to call a meeting of said managers for 
the purpose of agreeing upon details and putting 
the plan into execution. 

Captain W G Raoul offered a resolution that the 
chairman present to the Cincinnati Southern, Nor- 
folk and Western, Mebile and Ohio railroads the re- 
spectful request of this association for a compliance 
with the Green Line rules for reporting the daily 
movements of freight. Adopted. 

Captain W. G. Raoul moved that the present de- 
murrage system be abolished, which was adopted. 

The meeting then adjourned.
